In t h c i 
Union Tteadlng Room. j 
Norman Thomna has stoo<l in t h c i 
forefront cC v.Trious prosres.■^lvc move- 
ments. .\ctivcly he has cr.u.-aideil a.^a ni-t I 
the violation of civil liberty by v^silnnt ' 
groups in various parts of the country, | 
Besides belnp assoclattW with thcj 
Ijeapie for Industrial Democracy for .i : 
number of years, he helped found the : 
AYneric.in Civil I/V>criics Union and thcj 
Workers Defense League. His concern 
wlih the persecution and poverty ambnE 
sharecroppers contributed to the organ- 
Ization of the Southern Tennant Farm- 
ers Union. 

Mr. Thomas has succeeded Eugene V. 
Debs as Socialist standard-bearer, hav- 
ing been the presidential candidate in 
the last three elections in the United 
States. He has also sor\-ed as a candi- 
date for offices in the State of New 
York. DurinK the last ejection cam- 
paign, Oswald Garrison Villard of the 
Nation characterized Mr. Thomas as 
"the most enlightened and civilized of 
the candidates." Besides particlpaUng 
In politics he has written such books 
.■vs "America's Way Out," "Human 
KxploiLition" and "War— No Glory, 
No Profit." 

Mr. Thomaj v'as born In Marlon, 
Ohio- .\ftcr sraduatin- from Princeton 
University and the Un!on Theological 
Seminar}*; he became a I'resbylcrian 
minister In New Vork City and later, 
as Director of the American Parish, did 
extensive work among the Immigrant 
population of the East Side, only to 
leave his pulpit later because of h's op- 
position to the World War. Ho then be- 
came editor of the World Tomorrow and 
associate editor of the Nation. He later 
resigned from associate editorship of the 
.N'ntion to devote his time to the League 
for Industrial Democracy. Besides con- 
tributing to many perio'JIcal.*, lie write:, 
a weekly column io the Socialist Call. 

It has been said that few men in all 
the world are so moving, so deeply sat- 
isfa-.'torj-, so thrlirng In thinking and In 
tpcakirig, on euch vita: KUbjctl« as the 
social problems that underlie the pres- 
ent conditions and present life as Nor- 
man Thomas. He is described as brll- 
I ant, lorablc, Instantly memorable, and 
Ideally trained and equipped for the 
lecture platform.

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Pirandello 



THE presentation by the McGill IMayors' 
club of Pirandello's "Ilenry IV" in 
about a week from now represents a' novel 
departure from its usual propram, a depar- 
ture that will be sure to appeal not only 
to the student body, but to all those serious- 
ly interested in seeing the production of 
?omethiii£ more than the ordinaiy run of 
the mill plays. While previous Players' 
Club prc.=;entations have always had the 
merit of being well pix>duced, and weil 
acted, they have almost invariably left the 
impression that a gi'cat deal of talent had 
been wasteij upon a tlîcme of little or no 
consequfence, or value. 

For the final production of tlie year the 
Club ha.s decided to give what is often 
deprecatingly called "a serious play". 
"Henry IV" is a fortunate choice, reprca». 
enting as it does an accepted masteniiece 
from the pen of the foremost playwright 
of our time, a man who was recognized 
three years ago by the Nobel Prize award. 
The play has the further merit of having 
been produced successfully in New York by 
tlie Theatre Guild, where it played well, 
and wa.? enthusiastically i-eceived. 

Abandoning as it is the usual run of 
Broadway themes. "Henry IV" is in the 
nature.'Qf experiment. If successful the 
Players'* Club hopes to embark upon an 
ambitious' program in the future. Such a 
program would offer the student body an 
opportunity to view the better contempor- 
ary dramas, as well as the orthodox class- 
ical ones. As such the Players' Club should 
be encoux'aged. The greatest encourage- 
ment, in the last analysis, is a good box- 
office. The student body is being offered 
a unique chance to demonstrate whether it 
is content with the position of the dramatic 
arts, in Montreal, or whether more serious 
undertakings will be sponsored. 

Leftists Leanings? 

EVER concerned with the tendencies to- 
wards radicalism in any form, in the 
universities especially, the "Montreal .Star" 
comments in a news item appearing in a 
recent editaon, upon the "leftist leanings" 
evinced by McGill students. The evidence 
for this statement would seem to rest, 
according to the "Star", upon the fact that 
it was difficult to find many students will- 
ing to oppo.se the Mock I'arliament resolu- 
tion that "The democratic nations have 
betrayed Spain", 

The truth of the statement that few 
would uphold the opposition to the resolu- 
tion is incontestable. How this reluctance 
to deny what is patently true constitutes 
"lefti.st leanings" is, however, not as ob- 
vious, nor, it would seem, as incontestable. 

McGill has always prided itself upon 
its reputation for liberalism and (or the 
maintenance of democratic ideals. These 
ideals now would seem to be radical, if one 
is to believe "'J'he Star". It is perhaps un- 
fortunate that that illustrious organ of St, 
James St. is not more radical in the sense 
In which it accuses McGill students and 
profes.sors of posses.sing "leftist leanings" 
In the same news item the government 
forces which are fighting to retain what 
is left of their democratic ideals, are also 
termed "leftist". Since when does it con- 
stitutç an act of radicalism, to defend « 
dem.ocratlcally elected government, the 
choice of the majority of the people, from 
the altack.s of a .small Fascist minority? 
Were tliei-c to be a n;volution in Canada to- 
moirow evoi'yoiic who believes in democ- 
racy a.^ cc.'i.siituiftd in Jiritish in.slitutions 
would me to defend themselves and the 
jountry. Yet when thi.s same thing occurs 
in Spain, the govern ment i.s termed Leftist, 
and any one with courage enough to ap- 
prove of its action.s, likewise has "leftist 
leanings". It would almost seem that the 
"Montreal Star" is unfamiliar with the 
major tenets of democratic government. 

Medical Aid to Spain 

A CAMPAIGN to aid the Canadian Med- 
ical Unit in Madrid is being launched 
on the campus today. This is in line with 
•imilar campaigns being initiated in the 
tthes iuuv«rsities of Canada aod the 



states. We at McGill are in a somewhat 
I ivninrkablo po.sitioii with ra,<?pecl to the 
Spani.9h situation. We have seen a deter- 
mined and nlUbut-successful attempt by 
outside groups to stop open discussion of 
the events In Spiiln earlier in (ho session. 
On that occasion- .stutlcnt opinion was 
ratified to a pitch rarely attained, espoclally 
at McGill. 

Moreover, the fact that the Blood 
Transfusion Unit In Madrid iw tinder tluî 
;liroclion of three Jtontrealcrs increases oui 
rp.''pon.'«ibility in this campaign. Dr. Nor- 
man Bethuno i.s a former department head 
of tho Sacred Heart Hospital. Hazen Slso 
is a member of a well-known Montreal 
family, and Henning Sorenson a popular 
newspajHîr correspondent. Their work In 
the stricken Spanish capital needs no 
brief; it needs only financial support. We 
commend this appeal to all thoughtful un

Only out of such conflict could coma tha hlthly tem- 
pered RiilcUoii with which he pierces tha pal llluslona 
o! a sdf.wili.sfîcd mankind. And only hia firm con- 
viction that dc.iih controls all Ufa could prompt tha 
sardonic laughter that la constantly appawlBc In hia 
writings. 

nut, you know, it Is almost Just aa aadly hu- 
morous that he should hava turned out to ba a fatal- 
ist Instead of a social reformer, for which h/a«amad 
somewli.1t deiitincd in his earliest wrltinvs. Ha Is 
not a fatalist in tha original and most frequent sense 
ot the word— that a man's whole career la mapped 
out for him, and that nothing he may try to da can 
niter it. He la a fatalist more In regard to man's 
personality. Nothing can wlthstaiiU tho ray.iccs of 
time, he say}, least of all man's V>ody and mind. All 
his concepts and Ideologies are but fictitious affecta- 
tions, b\iJlt up to hide the uncomfortubla truUi of 
man's impotentcy. He is but a transleat being, 
tiorn only to d.'e. These beliefs are frequenUy r»- 
lieated throughout his wrltlnga. ye*, he himself, and 
{all his beliefs, ara almost cnUrely tha products of 
environment. 

Early in life ha showed himself to be extremely 
scnsltlye and serjoiia by nature. Consequently he 
^•as ttltUrly 'sliockM by the realities of Itfa. He 
learned that It was not easy to follow the Bible when 
tha mother of a ragged urchin to whom ha had 
given a new suit, returned the.dothea to his own 
mother, much embarrassed. Ho fe]t.,attohAtl^|\es 
keenly, not being gifted (?) with tka disposition 
which could shrug tbera off hia ahouldera. Ha waa 
deeply<dlsllluslon«d when he found bl.a father }ni(l|lng 
love to a former fiancee. It was really k a4d tUy*for 
him when, as Vlttorini says, laarnati titat tha 
eyes of a mother are made not only ta look at tia 
with tenderness and fondness, but also to CI7." 

Consequently, when hia wlfa, who had been mar- 
r.'ed to htm aa part of a family agrcament, wijiC'lnT^ 
sane following a third cblldblrtj., t h • expérience 
stamped itself Indelibly on bis mmd, warping his 
whole outlook on Ufa. For, on the advica of a doc- 
tor, be kept her in their homo instead of sending 
her to an institution. And, as he waa trying to 
write, she would pound on the locked door of hln 
study, screaming accusations of infidelity at him. 
The mother also accused their daughter of trying to 
usurp the household from her, driving Iba girl to 
such desperation that aha once attempted aulcide,' 
saved oiily by the chainca that tho bullet jammed In 
the p'stol. 

Add to these tha constant worry of having hU 
two sons In acUon in the Great War, tho compléta 
loss ot his family's considcrabia wealth, an4 the fact 
that it was not until he hod passed middle aga that 
he was avcep'.eU as a noteworthy figure in Italian 
literature and drama, on-) can reallce tho burdens 
tliat warped his outlook on life «o compSately away 
from the average. 

/ In 1025 he tried to found a national theatre. It 
was an arUsilc auc;eaii, but It cost him aome alx 
hundred thousand Ura. In 1(184 h« waa awarded the 
Nobel priza, but ainca then apant a wandering |lfa In 
Europe, North and South America, without homa or 
altachmenta of any kind. He died a few months ago. 

He has had to fight every inch of the way to 
the b gh position which he now holds. Ills only ad- 
vantages were Uie tnvscupabte urge to put down on 
pai>er tha things - which ha ao keenly fell, and tha 
belief which he ollnga to In regard to unadulterated 
ort. 

It is peculiar that even writing al)OUt him can 
rob one «r a normal mood, changing it to pne of se- 
rious and morbid contemplation. If one has had a 
resaonably good dinner, and tf ona'a vlaw la not 
t>Iot-ked by a feather In a «jeb'a hat (7), ther« Is no 
lediion why the average upectator should not be able 
to emik without leering at the end of the first act, 
anyway. Uut after that— you have a atrnng mind 
indeed. If you do not fall. under his spell, put let ua 
go on, lie is worlli It, 

H« It a realist In Uiat he does not seek to ascape 
from I'l'e, nor does he advise othera to, He goe» 
strolght to the core of what he bcllevea to l>e the 
basic traits in existonce, portraying tliom accurately 
OS they come to bis mind. Ills peopio are not happy 
or ploering, and his treatment of them Is not so. 
Uut tlicy arc none the Ices real In their r«pi«aent- 
atlun of ills interpretations of the (rua aelvea of 
people, the parts of them which ara hidden from 
moat of us because we cannot see lhrot|gl« their 
shams, poses, and affectations, ^nd because his 
peçrple arc so real, he laughs at tliem, laughs because 
they do not even know themselves for the pitiful, 
i powerless things they Ofs, beings Whose very In- 
sUncts aid only in their destruction. 

And yet, occasionally, one can get gllpipaeu of 
I'iiandello the liltallsl. lie ««fm« lo vision ai\ ideal 
life, somewhere far away in the distance. Mi|t It Im

Again, i: cannot l^ic 'he economy part 
of the ckib. lo which the men object 
the women joining, for no man objects 
to a woman Icai-ning economy.; there- 
fore it must be the political side. Which 
brings us to the policy ot Quebec Prov- 
ince concerning women and votes. Can 
it be that McGill is no more advanced 
than that, notwithstanding the large 
percentage of co-eds in the University? 

On the other hand, the question 
arises whether or not men should be 
allowed to keep one Inst stronghold free 
from the co-cd,s' influence. Tiicy might 
suggest helping lo form a niilar so- 
ciety for the women, offering to hold 
joint mcclings once or twice a year lo 
help them get started. But so long as 
they lake Ihe stand that women can- 
not be tillowed In bccau.si- of .nlejlectuul 
Inferiority. Ihe battle will continue lo 
be waged unceasingly until the barriers 
are at 1,-iM lnokrn ilcnn.
